IMMIGRATION ITEMS. 


An Unprecedented Hxodus Taking 
Place From Germany. 


Some Important Information From thé 
Missouri Society’s Agent. 


Secretary Renshaw of the Immigration So- 
ciety has received two important letters from 
Jno. G. Sundstrom, the Enropean agent. As 
will be seen Missouri is making a very strong 
and practical push for foreign immigration. 
Under date of April 9 Sundstsyom writes from 
Hamburg: 

I left Havre last Saturday morning with the 
steamer Louise Jenny for Hamburg, where I 


arrived after one of § the stormiest 
passages on record, as the cap- 
tain said. two date later than usmal.

taking place this year and which to all appear- 
ances is only yetinits infancy. It bears no 
comparison to the emigration of former years 
and threatens to assume the most gigantic 

roportions. The number of emigrants that 
eft the port of Hamburg the first quarter :of 
the year 1880 was 7,707, which was considered 
extraordinary. But what will Bismarck think 
or do when he ponders over these figures for 
the first quarter of the year 1881? In that time 
the emigration from Hamburg to America 


reached the unprecedented figures 
of 2%,441. Every steamer of the 
Hambur American Line leavi 


the post jor the next five months is contracte 

for, and the company has been obliged to put 
on a bi-weekly line or extra steamships which 
are to leave every other Sunday in addition to 
the regular weekly steamer. The emigrants 
are packed like herring at best, being from 
1,100 to 1,200. The ‘‘gasthaus’’ or emigrant 
boarding houses are crowded. At the 
offices of the emigrant agents you will see 
whole regimentsstanding in line for half a 
block, men waiting their turn to exchange 
their money and get tickets. Itis difficult to 
get access to the private offices of the agen- 
= or for them to find time for private inter- 

ews. , 

I wish here to set forth a few facts which I 
have gathered from several sources—from the 
United States Consul, from the Government 
officials and from the emigration agents whom 
I have interviewed. I am told thatthe Ger- 
man people in the interior are well posted as 
to America and the condition of that country, 
and that the present great exodus is {princi-

are being depopulated. 

PEOPLE ARE CRAZY 

to leave for the promised land and are sacritic- 
ing their property at ruinous rates, for half or 
even one-third and one-fourth the actual value. 
I am told that these people are mostly of the 
better laboring classes, with a fair sprinkling 
of merchants and clerks, but all with some 
means and most of them well provided. There 
are considerable numbers of Socialhsts and 
Jews among them. The bone and sinewof 
Germany is leaving it. 

Of course the Government, that is Bismarck, 
is doing everything possible, short of actual 
force, to stem this flood. Notices are served 
on the emigration agents warning them under 
severe penalties and fines not to sell tickets to 
or ship, or in any way encour 
young men below or between certain 
years who may not have paid for or served 
their prescribed time inthe army. Having ob- 
served quite a large numberof young men of 
16, 18, 20 and 25 years leaving,I asked one emi - 
grant agent how he dared to forward them im 
the face of the Government prohibition. 
‘*Oh,’’ he said, *‘they come to mealliright, 
with the necessary papers. How they getthem 
I don’t know but they seemite getthem. Itis 
not to my interest to inquire into it.’’

pany itself. In other words, the sub-agent 
receiyes a paid-up policy for 33,000. Nearly 
all the companies arec)ose corporations, oper- 
ated bytwelvemen. One of the most expe- 
rienced legitimate insurance men_ said: 
“Thcre is nothing easier in the world than 
getting rich while a member of the Board of 
Directors. I don’t say that fraud is practised 
on the policy boiders, but such a thing can be 
easily acoomplished. Allthe company need 
do is to send out rotices that Mrs. John Smith 
of Philadelphia, died, and the assessment of 
$2 must be forwarded from each member of 
that elass. The classes cenerally number one 
thousand. Nobody ever stops to inquire who 
Mrs. Smith is. The assessment is promptly

has been published by a scientific journal. 

Etna was undoubtedly the best volcano in 
Europe. Vesuvius is an excellent volcano 
forits size, andthe Neapolitans have .2nade 
the most of it. The eruptions of Vesuvius 
are frequent, and often they are really im- 
posing, especially in the eyes of people who 
have never seen a first-class volcano, Al- 
most every winter atiuy stream of real lava 
can be found fl wing out of some crevice in 
the cone, and the Neapoitan hotel-keepers 
always assert that a tremendous eruption is 
close at hand. Still, after all, Vesuvius is a 
small affair, andis not fora moment to be 
compared with towering, snoweclad Etna. 
Stromboli is another good steady volcano, that 
is always blazing, and were it situated where 
hotelkeepers could utilize it there is no doubt 
thatit would be deservedly popular. But 
Etnais, or rather was, worth half a dozen 
such toy volcanoes as Stroinboli. Itis amoun- 
tain nearly 10,000 feet in height, and the view 
from its summit is grander than the view 
from any of the summitsof the Alps. When 
it has an eruption,the best efforts of Vesuvius 
are in comparison as the bubbling of a tea- 
kettle. Its streams of lava are miles in width, 
and are rivaled only by those of Kilauea. Its 
earthquakes shake Batania, Messina, and les- 
ser towns into piles of shapeless ruins, and 
its enormous crater could almostcontain the 
entire mountain of Vesuvius. Naturally, the 
Siailians have been proud of their unrivaled 
volcano. It has been their chief source of in- 
come.The Catanian hotel-keepeers have grown 
rich by taking in the wayfuring foreigner and 
helping him on hs way to the mountains, 
The rest of the population of Catania has fur- 
nished him with donkeys and _ hired itself to 
bim as guides; ani the people of the other 
parts of the island have laid in wait for him in 
the gloomy pine forests of Etna and enriched 
themselves with his clothes and what little 
money the hotel-keepers and donkey men 
may have overlooked. Nowonder the simple 
and homest Sicilian loved the mountain and 
gratefully acknowledged the tourists whom it 
Juredinto his hands. It is estimated that no 
less than thirty thousand families of hotel- 
keepers, donkey owners, guides and brigands 
have annually derived their sole support from 
tourists who visit Mount Etna,and itis heart- 
breaking to think of the misery which stares 
these people in the face now that Etna is ap- 
parently spoiled. 

Not quite a year ago there was. every pros- 
pect that Etna wus aboutto have a violent 
eruption, and a great business revival was an- 
tidpated by the industrial classes of Sicily. 
On the 29th of May the mountain suddenly 
cracked, and a vast fissure miles in length ap- 
peared in one ofits sides. The preliminary 
symptoms of eruption immediately ceased. 
The mountain relieved itself of a little mud, 
and then ceased to growl, shake or give any 
other signs of life. Experienced volcano en- 
gineers have pronounced the opinion that so

The man went by 
thename of James Kelly, and is said to have 
relatives in Cincinnati. In his valise were 
‘ound discharge papers from the army, inthe 
name of James Strahan. 

THE biggest ship ever put on the lakes has 
just been completed at Toledo, and itis looked 
upon as such amonstrous craft that the fact 
is telegraphed all over the country. Yet this 
mammoth ship can only carry under the most 
favorable circumstances 140,000 bushels of 
vrain, Which shows that itis quite an insig- 
nificant affair in comparison with a towboat 
and barges on the Mississippi, where a siucle 
tow quite frequently takes twice as much 
crain in-one trip to New Orleans. There is, 
indeed, rarely a week that some towboat does 
not take down the river nearly three times as 
much as this “biggest boat onthe lakes” will 
be able to carry. 

A PITTSBURG telegram of Saturday says: 
The John L. Rhoads will not arrive until to- 
night. She lies over until Tuesday. Batchelor 
due tosnight. The funeral of Patrick Camp- 
bell, engineer of the Ed. Hobbs, takes place 
to-morrow. It will be attended by the Steam- 
boatmen’s Assurance Association. Capt. 
Mart. Coulson arrived from New Orleans last 
night, via St. Louis, and he confirms the re- 
ported purchase of the Key West at New Or- 
leans by Com. Coulson. She will arrive at 
St. Louis in about two weeks, where he

LOUISVILLE, April 29.—The recent fast 
runs of the pew steamer City of Providence, 
tuilt by the Howards, of Jeffersonville, for 
the Anchor Line, is an indication of the pro- 
gress made in Western steamboat buiiding.

ABDUL AZIZ’ TREASURE.

THE SOUTHERN STREDY LINE. 
Use of the Decatur Street Track Can Not be 
Mad. 


Judge Thayer to-day rendered 
upon the matter presented by the 
Louis Street Railroad Company agpinst the 
Union Depot or Gravois Road Compayy,involv- 
ing the use ofthe Decatur street track.

This proceeding of 
the South St. Louis Company to condema un- 
der the general laws of the State cannot lie 
because the ordinance itself points out a par- 
ticular mode .of procedure conferring upon 
the South St. Louis Company the right to build 
a new and independent track for its road 
on Decatur street, between Russell avenue 
and Lafayette street, and such grant cannot 
be annulled by the Board of Public Im- 
provements. They cannot forbid 
the laying of a new track 
or require the South St. LouisCompany to run 
over the Union Depot Company's truck. A 
grant from the Municipal Assembly to build 
‘*a new and independent line’’ cannot becon- 
structed into a license to take the tracks of 
another company.

THE BEST - 
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STILL RISING. 


The Mississippi Increasing Hourly 
in Volume. 


Comparatively Slight Damage 
Done Up to the Present. 


No Apprehensions of a Wholesale In- 
undation. 


The River Falling Above—The Il- 
linois Shore—Exact Status 
ot Affairs. 


The Danger Becoming Serious and Im- 
minent in East St. Louis. 


The booming fioods now tumbling and rolling 
over each other in their wild skurry towardjthe 
Gulf are for the day the cynosure of ail ages. 
The riveris bank full of water and brimming 
over, the yellow tide seems to have lost all 
respect for metes and boundaries and to be 
striking out anew path for itself in hitherto 
unwatered ways. There has been much talk 
during the last few days of 
the danger line, and many people have be- 
Hevea thatthe flouds seriously threaten pro- 
perty in this city. Up to the present time, al- 
though the river certainly. does threaten the 


lumber yards and other water side industries, 
only a very faint probability thatlarge damage 
will be done. he people in interest have 
learned to dyke and dam their property, and 
consequently they do notentertain very se- 
rious apprehension Of loss. 

The river itself as itrolls onward isa study. 
It conveys more than ever the idea of irresista- 
ble strength, an idea hightened by the occa- 
sional trees tumbling over and over and in 
spite of their great size and weight tossed about 
uponthe swelling bosom of the bearded 
father like straws. The Mississippi is 
never a pretty stream, but at times, and 
especially now, it is grand. Standin 
out on one of the trembling piles o 
crift wood, and looking north and south as 
far as the eye can reach the same yellow fiood 
is everywhere rushing by. It has in its turbid 
current the silt of halfa continent and each 
bit of flotsam tells atale of distance and of 
flood atthe sametime. Here for instance is 
atrunk of mountain ash torn from Mother 
Earthinfar Montana, tambled over water- 
falls, hurled upon sandbars, ground and trit- 
urated for thousauds of miles 
of water way, and caught half 
way initsforkis a young paw-paw tree sud- 
dedly uprooted out of a quiet Missouri bottom 
and sent unexpectedly uponits travels to the 
sea. Just next to the ash a log of pine, broad- 
uxed and hewn into shape for the raft, but 
with the work only half done, it has come 
from the St. Croix River and represents tke 
Minnesota contribution to the debris of the 
river. In aword one can find in almost any of 
the drifts, which are gathered in abundance 
up and down the water front, specimens 
of the flora of the whole valley. An English 
author once described the Mississippi as an 
immense ditch full of muddy water. It now 
looks like asea of mud. The slanting rain 
drives down upon it shutting off the blue and 
distant bluffs and making the waterscape end 
ip a Vague and uniealthough harmonious gray. 

During the last night the water raised eight 
inches; from 7 'o’clock to noon 
it lifted two and fn half more, 
and althougb it now seems to be temporarily 
at a stand stillthereisa world of water com- 
ing down the valley on every water course, the 
result partly ofthe floods and partly of the 
recent heavy and generalrains. In St. Louis 
the rain to-day seriously interfered with the 
sight seers and few were outonthe levee, as 
the pitiless down-pour would not respect 
their curiosity. 

HEIGHT OF THE WATER. 

Atthe Whart Master’s office it was learned 
thatthe water passed above the top of the 
guuge at4p.m. yesterday. <Atthat timethe 
measurement was 31.5 feet, since which no 
measurement has been taken. Atl0a.m. to- 
day the water had reached the curb in the vi- 
cinity of ’luin street,and in the stores from the 
the bridge to Morgan street pcople were walk- 
ing on planks placed on cob-works of scant- 
ling. 

Geo. Garrett, sleeper conductoron the Iron 
Mountain Road, repoits Lower Carondelet a 
perfect sea of water. The Illinois shore oppo- 
site is completely submerged. Jay Gould’s 
Missovr: Pacific elevator at Carondelet has had 
part of its foundation walls removed to make a 
passage forthe water. Fears were entertained 
that otherwise the great pressure would de- 
stroy the building. 

Capt. Leyhe, of the Spread Eagle, says that 
the floodabove is doing no notable damage, 
other than driving people away from their 
homes forthe present. He expresses it as his 
opinion that we may reasonably expect three 
feetmnorerise. The local rains are now doing 
little more than to keep the river full, and not 
materially adding to the rise. 

Mr. Dan Garin, clerk of the same boat, said 
that a fallin the river at Keokuk is reported, 
and also arise of nine feet at St. Paul. Along- 
shoreinen express some fear that local rains 
may keepthe river up until the June rise 
comes. The highest point reached by the wa- 
ter during the flood of ’76 was 30.1 feet. The 
water at 4 p. m. yesterday was 1.4 feet 
higher and has risen considerably since. That 
fieshet, however, occurred in July and was 
immediately preceded by a two weeks’ rain. 

At nine o'clock this morning the water was 
some twelve or fifteen feet from. the curb at 
No. 517 north on the levee, whilein the floods 
of 44, "51, and ‘58 it entered the warerooms 
of Ward & Brady. The measnrements 
taken on those occasions show thatin ’51 the 
water reached a depth of about 3 feet 4 inches 
on the ground floor; in ’58, 3 feet 6 inches, and 
in ’°44,5feet6inches. Astothe outlook there 
are about as many opinions asthere are men. 
Capt. Spencer said: ‘‘Onewan’s opinion of 
this matter (the fiood) isabout as good as 
another’s.’° 

ALONG THE LEVEE 

The scene at the levee iront to-day is one of 
unusual interest. Really there is no levee left, 
and the crowds which throng down there are 
compeiled to hug the pavement closely to keep 
their feet Gry. Above the bridge and in the 
vicinity of Morgan street the water has reach- 
ed the first floor level, and at leasta dozen 
saloonsand negro eating-houses are now six 
inches under water. The pedestrian is oblig- 
ed to iwadeg or else’ go around 
the block. South of the bridge the water gen- 
erally lacks abouta foot in height of reaching 
the pavement. Boats are in a great stress 
and there is no place where freight can be re- 
ceived or discharged. The Alton and Grafton 
packet, the Spread Eagle, came in this morn- 
ing with a fair trip, but could find no place to 
unload. Finally she tied up at aboutthe foot 
of Wash street. Captain Leyhe reports that the 
Situation between here and Alton is not 
materialjy changed. The levee at Madison 
still holds, but above Madison the water has 
gotten in and overflowed a vast extent of low- 
lands. At Alton there wasarise of several 
inches last nigbt,and Capt.Leyheis of the opin- 
10n thatthe flood will not reach its height here 
until itis afoot higher than at present. Re- 
portsfromthe Dlinois River showthat that 
stream is stationary; the Mississippi above 
Dubuque is rising; but south of Dubugue it is 
falling; the Missouriisrising at some points 
and falling at others. The city 
directrix at the foot of Market street is now out 
ot sight and js several inches under water. 
The water atthe same point is 31 feet and 
seven-tenths above low watermark. The rise 
since Saturday aight has been six inches, and 
of that three inches took place last night. All 
the levee cellars are of course full of water, 
and the railroad track from the bridge to Plam 
street has disappeared. Freight which had 
been piled upon the levee neur the pavement 
was this morning moved to the side 
streets, us high up as Commercial alley. At 
the foot of Olive street the levee is about 
thirty feet wide, and there is no connection 
between the several wharfboats the land 
except through the water. At the féot of Vine 
stieet the water has undermined the street to 
such an extent thatit has caved dm, and all 
traffic on Vine street has been sto » The 
boats generally seem to be doing nothing. 

FROM PLUM STREET TO THE ARSERAL. 

The river along the southernleveeis raging, 
but as yet bas done little damage. At the Mis” 
souri Dry Docks, foot of Anna street, the water 
bas rnn almost up to the Iron Mountain 
railroad track, The numerous manufactories

At the foot of Anna street experts 
report a raise of at least four inches since yes- 
terday. At the Missouri Dry Docks, near Anna 
street, the only work sone Sone is an at- 
tempt to save the lum and tools. 
The Keokuk and Northern Line Yards are 
entirely under water. The gy to them 
is made | a& plank walk which is partially 
submerged. A large amount of b egw 
which is for sale ts stored there. The bid- 
ders are instructed to have their offers in by 
noon to-day. Many of them who had post- 
poned the task of inspecting the property 
until to-day were on hand this morning. 
Seme ofthem managed to swim out to the 
yards but the majority remained on the shore 
and decided not to bid on the property. 
The Chester-Harris Manufacturing Com- 
ewe on the levee just above 
the Missouri Docks, isina badway. The tim- 
ber in the yards has been floating around 
and it has required the utmost exertions to 
keepit from starting towards New Orleans. 
This morning the water had reached the front 
door, and the workmen were engaged 
throwing upaclay embankment to endeavor 
to keep outthe angry Mississippi. It is proba- 
ble that if the water continues its upward 
coursej the works will-not be running to- 
morrow. The ice houses in the 
neighborhood are all flooded on 
the ground floor. Baratio and others are los- 
ing considerable ice, At Anthony & Kuhn’s 
houses the ice is being rapidly transferred to 
the upper houses, but some ofit has been 
already lost. Several shanties in 

neighborhood of <Anna_ street are 
already flooded out, and arise of acouple ef 
inches will bring the water into the doors of 
at least fifty cabins situated along the river 
bank. Awash out of the ground under the 
tracks in front of the Missouri Car 
Works occurred about 10 o’clock 
a. m., but the influx of water was 
soon headed off. Jacob Tamen, proprietor of the 
large bucket shops in this neighborhood, says 
that he does not fear much danger and that he 
issure that his works will resume work before 
the end of the present week. The proprietors 
of the Missouri Car Works are of the 
same opinion. They found their belief on the 
fall reported from Kansas City, and the hope 
that the —— rise is only caused by the wa- 
ter which has passed that point, At Thons- 
sen’s picture frame factory they are 
pumping industriously this morning, but they 
do not fear much damage. From Anna street 
to the Arsenal there is very ee pny ex- 
posed and little damage is feared. 

Around the foot of sperance street the 
wateris very high. The sectional docks are 
Only approachable by means of a 400 foot plank 
walk through the water. No work is expected 
to be done for at least two weeks. The levee 
at the foot of Carroll street 
broke this morning and the water began pour- 
ing into the adjacent hollows. A large amount 
of lumber storedin the vicinity is in great dan- 
ger. Itis owned by Fruchte & Meyer and oth- 
er parties. The break was Do on re- 
paired but is not likely to keep 
out the flood very long unless the rise abates. 
North of Lesperance and all the way up to 
Plum there is very little exposed property and 
very little chance of danger just yet. 

The pe page owners feel very shaky and 
Say thatif a couple more four-inch rises like 
that of yesterday occur, it is hard to say what 
will happen. 

THE ELEVATORS. 

The high river seriously threatens to place 
an entire embargo uponthe grain exporting 
movement from this market. at least prevent- 
ing some of the elevators from loading grain 
into barges. The Venice elevator has been 
stopped for some time and now the East 8t. 
Louis has been compelled to discontinue river 
withdrawals. The St. Louis, Central B and 
Advance elevators can still continue to deliver 
grain to the barges, but amuch higher rise in 
the river would shut out some of these houses. 

CARONDELET. 

No greater immediate loss will be sustained 
in the districts from the flood, though it en- 
tails heavy damage, Just below the Arsenal 
the bank presents a desolate appearance. The 
frame huts of the drift catchers, who make a 
living by watching the current and catching 
wood, bodies and property that float down the 
river, are completely covered with water. 
Many of them are built on old  fiat- 
boats and these alone have escaped. 
Every here and there for several blocks below 
the Arsenalthe roof of a hovel shows above 
the water. Onthese are heaped the rockmg 
chair, soap boxes, bedstead and all the con- 
tents of the place secured by arope. The less 
careful proprietors who piled their possessions 
up have sustained severe losses. he wave of 
a passing boat washes over the roof, taking off 
to the Gulf a chair or bed slat. The pigeon 
lofts are several] feet under water and the 
stray birds coming home to roost find their 
nests flooded. The top branches of well grown 
trees lift themselves above the surface like eel 
grass, while the sea guils hover about, now 
and then swooping down tothe rushing water 
after some morsel of offal, presenting a most 
desolate picture. Others of the owners have 
surrounded their former habitation with a string 
of logs extending around the premises from 
the land on one side to that on another. In 
this way the property floating off is confined 
within the space. his morning a steady rain 
fell. At each house satthe owner, drenched 
with rain, and keeping a dreary watch onthe 
threatening water. A dozenof these familes 
have been obliged to leave their homes for 
more secure places. Other than thisthe water 
has done no damage, and no danger is immi- 
nent, as the bank is still several feet above the 
water. 

At the Glendale and Carondelet Zine Works the 
water has seeped through the foundation,cov- 
ering the lower floor. A portion of the incline 
on which the coal was brought to the South St. 
Louis Iron Works is now several feet’ in water. 

Atthe Jupiter Iron Works a force the 
workmen were busy all day strenthening the 
bank. The water has soaked through, and if it 
is not stopped the furnaces and foundations 
will be badly damaged. 

NORTH ST. LOUIS. 


North St. Louisis practically under water. 
Beginning at the Chuin of Rocks, the northern 
limit of the eity,all the wuy down to the bridge 
the river front is practicaliy inundated. The 
floods have risento a height unprecedented 
since 1844, and although a8 yet 

notso large an acreage has been submerged 


“as in 1876; that is due to the dykes and levees 


built after the high water of that year. The 
Columbia Bottom way to the north, are al- 
most wholly under water, as thisregion is cut 
up into farms and market-gardensinall of 
which the green crops are shooting, it can be 
anderstood how an immense 
amount of damage has been done. 
All of these lands within a mile of the river, 
andin some places ail the way back tothe 
first plateau,are submerged. Atthe mouth of 
Horse Creek especially the Mississippi has 
done some wild work drawing out the corn 
crops, which an African settlement has plant- 
ed there, and caving in the bank 
of the river and of the creek 
for a considerable distance inland. Every 
year the river takes a mouthful out of these 
river farms. This year it has been worse than 
this. In spite of dykes and every otherengin 

eering appliance the river is eating into the 
bottom, the richest farming land in the United 
States. 

Although, theoretically, the city begins 
at Chain of Rocks, practically 
it does not commence much north of the Wa- 
ter Works. At Lowell, it is said, the stink 
factories are half under water, but their loss 
is Lowell’s guin and hence the misfortunes of 
the soap and bone factory people do not strike 
a responsive chord in the hearts of their 
neighbors. The Water Works are within the 
danger line; the riverside pump house is 
onl a foot or two from the — 
of the water. There isno sign of any break in 
the dykes hereabout, and itis thought proba 
ble that no damage will be done. e Laclede 
Rolling Mills and the glass works are just be- 
hind these dykes, andinthe event ofa break 
their ground floor may be fiooded, which will 
occasion a slight stoppage of the works, but is 
not apt to do any other damage. 

Knapp, Stout & Co. have about $150,000 worth 
of lumber at the water’s edge, but warned by 
the floods of 1876 they buiit alarge and stron 
dyke entirely around their yards. It woul 
tuke three feet vf water to flood their yards 
and ten feet more on top of thatto carry offthe 
lumber,consequently they are not disturbed by 
the flood. Their saw mill, however, which is 
outside the dyke, has been drowned out and 
has had to quit work.

“FAMOUS.” 


Lumber Co. has in the neighborhood of 
$150,000 worth of lumber on flooded ground, but 
all of this is protected with a strong barn and 
they do not anticipateany lossatall. Schulen- 
berg & Boeckler have about half as much as 
the Eau Claire within the endangered land, 
but they are building and strengthening their 
dykes, and say that thev can stand three 
feet more of water. From North Mar- 
ket street north to the Stock Yards 
the river front is under water back to the 
railroad track, a width of about three squares. 
A reporter was taken skiff riding along Ken- 
nett street and out to the Harrison Street 
dump by George Loew, the dump watchman, 
traveling altogether over about a mile of the 
submerged streets, and going up to the 
Scnultz saw mill, which is half under water ,the 
tidereaching tothe: second story.

IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 

The sloughs and creék have assumed such a 
dangerous appearance this morning that the 
hopes of the people, that the high water would 
pass off without inflicting any serious damage 
on East St. Louis are weakening considerably. 
The whole interest of the town 1s concentrated 
in the risingriver. Nearly all business has 
been suspended and groups of business men 
may be seen wading through the 
mud and rain towards the water banks. The 
slough south of Dyke avenue has assumed the 

roportions of a lurge lake from the Dyke 

iouse to Crook street, and from the bridge as 
farsouth asthe eye can reachisone brond, 
uninterrupted expanse of water. The railroad 
companies are having trestle works built 
through the slough, and have been emptying 
car loads ofgravel along the joists to prevent 
the tracks from being washed away, but 
the trestle work has become shaky, and the 
water continues its encroachments, so that the 
present indications are their efforts to save 
their tracks and continue running their trains 
over the slough will be of no avail. The water, 
which barely covered the floor of the transfer 
stables, is rapidly approaching near the top of 
the door, and a Jarge sign which has 
served as an index to tha _ condition 
of the riveris now barely visible, The elevat- 
ed sidewalk along Crook was turned into asort 
of an embankment by nailing boards from the 
ground to the top of the walk and piling sand 
dirt against the sides. This prevented the wa- 
ter overfiowing the low grounds between Crook 
street and the levee, which is thickly settled 
by persons whose business is along 
the river bank. This morning, how- 
ever, the waterreaches the top of the tem- 
porary}jbarrier and must break through before 
night. Many of the old inhabitants who have 
witnessed the high waterof previous years 
are still eH oay of escaping with slight dam- 
age. Cahokia Creek is still rapidly rising and 
has completely inundated all the houses on its 
banks. The water now iacks but afew feet 
of reaching the bridge tracks, but 
must overfiow its banks before  reach- 
ing that point; afew houses situated on the 
bank of the Creek near Bowen avenue dyke 
were completely washed#out last night. The 
sheds inthe yard losttheir support and half 
toppled over in the stream, and the lower part 
of the houses contain about four feetjof water. 
The families procnred wagons this morning 
and packed up their turniture and 
started for St. Louis. While § the 
wagons were being loaded the legs of the 
borses were invisibie,and with much difficul 
=e theirj loads to dry land. Thecree 
rokeits boundary a little southwest of the 
Relay Depot aor tanga a | pat gg on into the 
low land between the Vandalia tracks and 
Bowman’s dyke. The course of this water now 
lies directly through that portion of the 
island which contains the school house 
and a large number of residences, and before 
it can reach an outiet those houses must be 
surrounded by water. The embankment from 
Bowman’s Dyke to the O. and M. Round 
House, which wasthrown up in 1876 to pre- 
vent the water of that year overflowing 
Cahokia Creek, is showing unmistakable signs 
of succumbing to the immense pressure of the 
water and cannot withstand the 
force till night without being strengthened. 
The southern portion of this same embank- 
ment was giving way about ten o'clock this 
morning, but the men at work there succeeded 
in repairing the breaktoratime atleast. On 
thenorth side of the round house]sixteen men 
are busily engaged in forming temporary bar- 
riers with hay and mud, but 
their efforts seem futile and the 
water continues to 00ze through the soft clay, 
and is liable to carry away the banks at any 
moment. The bank thrown up bythe C., B. 
and Q. to protect their tracks is completely 
soaked, and sinks considerably with pedes- 
trians who pass that way. A gang of four 
boys, about the’ same number of men 
and two street supervisors who super- 
intend the work are _ repairing’ the 
banks along the northeinjend of the O. and M, 
round house. The gas workslack but afew 
inches of having the lower portions of their 


buildings inundated, andthe water lacks but 


about four feet of covering the roof of a frame 
dwelling onthe Connecticut land claim inthe 
same neighborhood. The residents in this 
vicinity have vacated’ =_ their premi- 
ises a week ago, witha few mp ye and 
they are moving to-day. A few of the employes 
of the O. and M. who have been caught in the 
high water are packing their furniture in 
freight cars preparatory to moving to St.Louis. 
That portion of the cityeast of the railroad 
tracks leading trom the Relay Depot is under 
Irom four to ten feet of water, with 
a steady stream from the sloughs 
still —- inupon it. About halt-past il 
the water from Bowman’s dyke began to 
break through and threatens tocarry away the 
whole embankment. The city authorities 
made unsuccessful attempts to hire men to 
strengthen the threatened points, but laborers 
refused to work for the city on the ground that 
heretofore they have been paid with script 
worth only 60 cents on the _ dollar. 
The threatened points near Illinois City are 
causing considerable trouble and the 
probabilities arethat they will lead to blood- 
shed. The farmers im that vicinity have made
